WASHINGTON (Al>) — With 
sonic of the troops going home 
and the m ail strike all but over, 
governm ent and union negotia­ 
tors bore down today on settling 
the key issues th a t led to a 
w idespread walkout by postal 
w orkers.

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A pay raise and several other

The m easure provides an 11.1 
per cent w age increase, a gov­ 
ernm ent-paid health benefit pro­ 
g ram and regional eost-of-living 
differentials. Congress refused 
to debate the bill while w orkers 
w ere striking.

LaDonna Harris, wife of Sen. 
Fred Harris, D-Okla., heads the 
staff of Americans for Indian 
Opportunity, an agency which 
opened its office in Washington 
this week. 
“Our main role,” she said, 
“will be to act as advocates for 
Indians seeking help from gov­ 
ernment agencies.” 
Mrs. Harris helped found the 
AlO. she said, after grow ing im­ 
patient with the National Coun­ 
cil on Indian Affairs, headed by 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 
She was appointed by President 
Johnson to the council in 1968. 
“It’s met only once—last Jan­ 
uary—and still hasn’t responded 
to requests made then by Indian 
members” 
she 
complained. 
Mrs. Harris said she is not cer­ 
tain President Nixon will reap­ 
point her to the council when 
her term ends in the near fu­ 
ture. 
The infant AIO, Mrs. Harris 
said, will help organize Indian

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—The 
state’s share in financing Ohio’s 
various welfare program s dur­ 
ing the first eight months of the 
fiscal year is nearing the $240

Roger Cloud reported today. 
Cloud’s report listed actual 
subsidies disbursed amounted to 
$238,502,179. 
up 
$19.7 
million 
over the $218.7 million for the 
comparable period last year. 
Largest expenditures went for 
the Aid to Dependent Children’s 
program, which amounted to 
$80,037,765 for an increase of 
$11.5 million over this tim e last 
year. 
Other 
subsidies 
in­ 
cluded health care, $46.7 m il­ 
lion, up $7.5 million; extended 
nursing care in nursing homes 
and state hospitals, $32.2 mil­ 
lion, up $5 million; Aid for the 
Disabled, $16.9 million, up $2 
million. 
Declines were reported in four 
other program s. These were Aid 
for the Aged, $27.8 million; down 
$1.4 million; Aid for the Blind, 
$1.5 million, down $39,121; gen­ 
eral assistance, $29.7 million, 
down $4 million, and Aid for 
the Dependent Children of the 
Unemployed, $3.3 million down 
$1 million.
